Remedy May Be Difficult. 

Should his subsequent reports be in line 
with that made on Bethlehem, the legislators 
will seek to prescribe a remedy.

In any event, the 
publicity is expected to create a public opin- 
fon which will force the states to enact laws 
which will do away with the intolerable con- 
ditions alleged to exist. 

The extent of the investigatian the com- 
missioner must make will be appreciated 
when it is known that there are more than 
600 iron and steel establishments in the coun- 
try, distributed among thirty-seven states. 

. many of these concerns are small and 
employ only a few hundred men each, Com- 
missioner Neill does not believe it will be nec- 
essary to examine into conditions in more 
than 100plants. The most important of these, 
of course, is the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, which is a combination of ten constitu- 
ent or subsidiary companies, as follows:

Trust Has 228,000 Employes. 
“The United States Steel corporation has in 
its employ 228,000 men, women, and children. 

Recently the American Federation of Labor 
nted a brief to the president urging 
- Sovernmental prosecution of the steel car- 
poration under the terms of the anti-trust 
law, in which it discussed the economic and 
sociological phases of the industry at length. 

It asserted that the monopoly had de- 
stroyed the vocation of many skilled laborers 
or had reduced their wages; affected sanitary 
conditions; forced wages to a point where 
the children of families were compelled to 
labor, and even the wives of workers to do 
manual labor, and increased the hours of 
labor. 

According to the federation it has been the 
policy of the steel corporation to fence in its 
factories and manufacturing plants by high 
board fences, surmounted by barbed wire. 
Its employé. frequently are herded together

The petition charged genera] unfitness to 
hold his position and was signed by over 
sixty parents. The individual letters to the 
board and the charges openly made by par- 
ents who appeared as witnesses accuse Prin- 
cipal Ray of using abusive language to par- 
ents and unfit language with pupils. 

One charge was that Principa) Ray last 
winter compelled the boys to walk or run 
round the block during recess as a penalty 
for throwing snowballs. One doy, Ear? Le 
Valley. whose parents live at Ridgeway and 
Ohio streets, was said to have slipped and in- 
jured himself on the icy sidewalk. He has 
died since. F. B. Le Valley, the father, said 
the boy died of spinal meningitis, superin- 
duced by a fall while skating. 

Other charges were that the principal ap- 
plied the words snake,“ “ redhead,” and 
“slick to pupils and that he told a mother 
thet her son would end at the gallows” if 
not corrected. 

The trial of the principal was executive and 
lasted throughout the afternoon. The corrt- 
dore of the rooms of the board of education 
were packed with parents, pupils who had 
been brought to testify, and a dozen teachers 
who offered testimony in defense of the prin- 
cipal, The tria: will be continued on Monday, 


Father States Hig Complaint. 

The petition for the removal of Mr. Ray,” 
paid George L. Spencer, 411 North Central 
Park avenue, who, with Ald, Clark, brought 
it to the board of education, “ simply states 
that we believe him unqualified {gp the posi- 
tion, and the testimony of n eufifty par- 
ents and pupils bears this contetifion out, we 
believe.

Mother Says She Fainted. 

Mrs. Ernest Ohlerich, 62 North Springfield 
avenue, stated that Mr. Ray's language re- 
garding her son, Walter, had caused her to 
faint and made her ill. 

“On May day last year,” she said, “ the 
pupils marched to another school for exer- 
dises. Another boy threw a rotten orange at 
Walter and he slapped him for it. Mr. Ray 
suspended Walter and sent for me. First I 
went to see the other boy's mother, and we 
parted as friends. I told Mr. Ray of this. 
He said, ‘I don't believe you ever saw the 
other mother, This boy of yours has got to 
be controlled, for he’s bad. If he isn’t con- 
trolled he will end on the gallows.’ It wasso 
G@readful, especially when he brought his fist 
down on the desk, that I fainted.“ 

William Kroening, 856 North Lawndale 
avenue, said Principal Ray sent for Mrs. 
Kroening and told her their son should be 
taught at home evenings. 

“The conversation ended,” said Kroening, 
“by Ray saying, ‘I don't want to talk to 
you, send your husband.“ I went and Mr. 
Ray called Leroy in and asked him why he 
hadn't given me a letter he hed been told to 
take home by the principal. 

“The boy insisted he hadn’t received a 
letter of that description. ‘ You're a lar,’ 
said Mr. Ray to my son, and to me, ‘I wast 
you to know how your son lies.“ Then a 
teacher came in and explained that she had 
given Leroy a different sort of letter, which 
he brought home.“

That 
would take four minutes. But they were 
to go only once, and nothing was said about 
running. The boys who broke the line were 
reported. It wasn't any sort of ‘chain 
gang,’ though, as the teachers will testify.

An announcement of the observation of the 
@pectrum probably will be cabled to Europe 
from Harvard observatory, which is the 
official reporter of astronomical phenomena 
in this country. 


Rainbow Adds to Mystery. 

At the time that the spectrum most promi- 
mently manifested itself across the face of the 
gun an unusual rainbow effect was visible 
Ym the southwestern heavens. Though the 
atmosphere was moisture free, the rainbow 
with its usual colors was easily discernible. 
An explanation was advanced to the effect 
that the rays of the sun might have the same 
effect on the particles of matter going to 
make-up the tail of the comet that it does on 
fine particles of moisture. 

“I saw the rainbow looking from the south 
window of my residence at noon,” said Mrs. 
Robert S. Iles, 438 East Forty-eighth street. 
“It seemed rather short. As I watched it 
the colors all faded with the exception of the 
blme and the green, and these seemed sep- 
arated.“ 

At the Yerkes observatory both Profs. 
Barnard and Frost were unable to explain 
the conditions prevailing and said they were 
without parallel. 

Greater than all the theories and all the 
computations are the facts, said Prof. Frost. 
“And the fact is that the tail of Haley’s 
comet has been appearing in the east in prac- 
tically the same position as it appeared yes- 
terday morning. There is no question about 
that. The tali which glowed from the hori- 
zon close to the Milky Way from before mid- 
night until dawn has not yet passed across 
the earth. That is a certainty. In addition, 
it is also certain that there is no material 
diminution in the size of this tail as com- 
pared with the tail of the day before. 


Says Calculations Are Correct. 


We are conhdent that the calculations for 
the passage of the head of the comet between 
the sun and the earth are correct. Unques- 
tioned astronomical authorities, working in- 
dependently of each other in all parts of the 
world, arrived at these calculations which 
have been corrected in detail ever since the 
comet passed Venus on May 2. 

We are also confident that the head of 
the comet made the transit as per schedule. 
But the mystery of the appearance of the 
tail in the east this morning is the great 
puzzle. It cannot be explained * 
at this time.“ 

Such eminent astronomers as Prof. 8. 4. 
Mitchell of Columbia university, New Tork: 
Prof. Frost, head of the Yerkes observatory 
staff; and Prof. Barnard of. the University 
of Chicago agreed that the light in the east 
must be the tail of the comet. 


At a late hour the sky over Yerkes observ- 


atory was hidden by clouds. Little hope was 
entertained by the observers of an opportu- 
nity to clear up the mystery of the comet dur- 
ing the night. 


Thinks She Smelled the Comet. 

Dr. Catherine B. Slater, a member of the 
Doard of education at East Aurora, II., and 
one of the best known women physicians in 
northern Illinois, said she was nearly suffo- 
eated Wednesday night by gas from the tail 
of Halley's comet. She was lying asleep in 
a room at the residence of Mary A. Hawley, 
where she had gone to spend the night, and 
woke up suffocating. . She tried all of the 
gas jets and found them closed tight, but a 
strange odor of gas filled the house. Other 
Aurora residents said a strange odor of gas 
prevailed in their houses. Many left their 
beds and tried gas jets only to find them 
turned off. 


MAY MISS TAIL AFTER ALL. 
San José, Cal., May 19.—Director W. W. 
Campbell of Lick observatory today fur- 
zished the following statement: 
“The earth did not pass througa the tail of 
the comet of Halley up to daylight this 
morning. On the contrary, even before the 


moon had quite set the tail was visible in the 


eastern sky, at least 140 degrees in length and 
perhaps 160 degrees. 

“If this meeting is delayed until tonight 
there can be little dou’. the earth will not 
pass through the tail at all, but will pass to 
the south of it. The reason for this is simple. 

“The tail lags behind in the plane ef the 
comet's orbit; the comet's ribalt plane makes 
an angie of eighteen. degrees with the earth’s 
orbital plane; the retardation of the tail 
therefore draws it away from the plane in 
which the earth is moving, and the earth will 
pass to the south of it. The observed position 
of the tail this morning was appreciably fur-

He said that Pinchot, 
Garfield and Thomas R. Shipp, of the con- 
servation society, were present at the con- 
ference, the purpose of which was to insure 
the retention of Newell tn office, 

Perkins said he had promised to work 
for Newell and had done so to the extent of 
inducing a number of railroad officials to 
write to Ballinger in Newell's behalf.

Lawler Makes Admission. 

Attorney Brandeis, counsel for L. A. Glavis, 
concluded his cross examination of Oscar 
Lawler, assistant attorney general for the 
interior department and author of the now 
famous tentative draft for the president's 
letter dismissing Glavis and his charges 
against Secretary Ballinger. 

What was regarded by the prosecution ” 
as an important admission was obtained 
from Lawler. Brandeis was endeavoring to 
show that Lawler entertained an old grudge 
against Glavis which unfitted him for the 
preparation of a judicial finding to assist the 
president in passing upon the Glavis charges. 

He was questioning Lawler along that line 

when the latter unexpectedly volunteered 
the allegation that Glavis had demon- 
strated” himself to be untruthful. This, 
he said, was three years ago, when Glavis 
had made complaint to the land office that 
Lawler was incompetent to conduct the gov- 
ernment’s prosecution of certain land fraud 
cases in southern California. 

Lawler was then United States attorney for 
the southern district of California and Glavis 
was chief of the field division at Oakland. 
Lawler said the charges were investigated 
by the department of justice and were found 


baseless. 
Brandeis Plan Is Blocked. 


An attempt by Brandeis to obtain the pro- 
duction of all papers and documents relating 
to this matter, on file at the land office, was 
blocked by the committee as involving a col- 
lateral investigation. 

Cross-examination of Commissioner Den-

By a searching inquiry into the Jeckson- 
Young report on the financial condition of the 
Chicago Telephone company, the council gas, 
oll, and electric Nght committee was con- 
vineed yesterday that enough sources of rev- 
enue had been omitted by the engineers and 
accountants nearly to make up the deficit of 
$900,000, which according to their figures is 
the annual loss to the company on ite opera- 
tions here at present rates. 

Another feature of the report which re- 
dounde to the benefit of the company that 
is seeking to increase its rates is an increase 
in the annua) allowance for depreciation esti- 
mated by the experts over the amount the 
company has actualy charged off on this 
account during the last ten years. 

This difference in the depreciation fund 
allowance itself, it is estimated, would 
amount to practically 5900, 000, so that inat ead 
of an annual deficit the company’s balance 
sheet should show a profit of approximately 
$750,000 after paying ali expenses, including 
8 per cent dividends on its capital stock. 

With this information in hand and more 
to come, the members of the committee have 
made up their minds that a considerably 
more thorough expert examination of the 
company’s books and property is necessary 
before they can undertake to readjust the 
rates,

Says Money Will Be Paid Soon. 
„What it cost me is one of them, but we 
have the money in sight and before long it 
will all be paid to the receiver and the re- 
ceivership ended.

Among the holdings Voliva controls through 
hts option is the Medinah hospes, one of the 
two big hotels; the fire and police depart- 
ment building, a plumbing shop, livery 
stable, bakery, lautMry, the college building, 
and a photograph studio. Voliva already 
owns the tabernacle, the administration 
building, and the general stores of the town. 


Will Appeal to Judge Landis. 

At the massmeeting it was agreed to ap- 
peal to Judge Landis, because Voliva had 
threatened, if he gained control of the estate, 
to compel many of the investors to leave 
town by freezing them out of business bulld- 
ings and dwellings. 

This Voliva would not deny and he refused 
to comment upon the action of the massmeet- 
ing except to say that his enemies had started 
their work too late. 

Among the men who are opposing Voliva 
are Overseer John A. Lewis, named by Dowie 
in his last will as his successor; Overseer 
Daniel Bryant, and Elder John Taylor.

The authorities are quietly using their in- 
fluence to prevent the gathering of enormous 
crowds in London tomorrow. The raliways 
have agreed to adopt what is called the Sun- 
day schedule, which means that the regular 
trains will be reduced to a minimum and no 
excursion trains will be run to London. 
Instead of the railways inducing the provin- 
cial public to come to London, they have ar- 
ranged a service which will make the trip 
highly undesirable, and the provincial cities 
will hold special services which will induce 
people to remain at home. 

The authorities and police have done every- 
thing possible to reduce the crowd to a mini- 
mum. Greater London’s eight millions are 
capable of supplying a crowd which will tax 
the abilities of the military and police to 
manage without unhappy incidents. 


Great Crowd Greets Kaiser. 

By far the greatest crowd that has met any 
of numerous arriving royalties assembled 
around the railroad station to greet the 
kaiser, who arrived at noon. King George 
brought the Duke of Cornwall with him to 
meet the German emperor. Both father and 
son looked worn and wearied. 

* The kaiser, whose bronzed face bore every 

‘appearance of good health, greeted his 
cousins in a hearty fashion, kissing King 
George on both cheeks and then Prince Ed- 
ward, in continental fashion. Thirty or 
more members of royalty and diplomats met 
the train. None wore exaggerated mourn- 
ing. The bands on their hats were about 
two inches deep. 

Thie is the kaiser’s twelfth visit to Eng- 
land since his accession to the throne, 
twenty-two years ago. The kaiser, accom- 
panied by King George, visited Westminster 
hall this afternoon and viewed the bier of 
the dead king. The kaiser stood before the 
catafalque for some time in an attitude of 
profound reverence. He then placed a 
beautiful wreath on the coffin and knelt and 
remained in silent prayér for some moments. 
On arising he took King George by the hand. 
Both monarchs were affected. 


Roosevelt Dines with Royalty. 

Nine crowned heads and forty-nine princes 
of royal blood attended a dinner given by 
King George tonight in Buckingham palace. 
Former President Roosevelt also was a guest. 

Among the callers at Buckingham palace 
today were Col. Roosevelt, the king of Den- 
mark, the king of Greece, Prince Henry of 
Prussia, and the lord chief justice of Eng- 
land. Col. Roosevelt inscribed his name in 
the books of King Manuel of Portugal and 
King Albert of Belgium. As e was leaving 
the palace he met the German emperor, who 
took him to his apartments for an hour's 
talk. 

The former president, with oenry White, 
special delegate from the United States, will 
appear in the funeral procession. Mrs. 
Roosevelt. Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, and Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth will have places in St. 
George's chapel at Windson, where the 
funeral services will be conducted.

| MADRID, May 10.—José Garcia Perello 
has arrived at Pamplona after twelve years’ 
absence. It was believed during ali that 
time that he had been killed during the 
Spanish-American war. when the Spanish 
warship upon which he was serving was 
destroyed by the fire of the American ehips 
of Dewey’s fleet off Cavite. 

According to Perello's story 258 members 
of the crew of 527 of the ship on which he 
was serving swam ashore at Noveleta. Here 
they ‘were captured by. the Tagaloge and 
taken to Taytay island, where they were 
cruelly treated. They were employed gen- 
erally as draft horses. 

Last January ninety of the prisoners threw 
themselves into the sea in a desperate at- 
tempt to escape. Thirty-five of the number 
were drowned and twenty-seven returned to 
the shore. The other twenty-eight were shel- 
tered on the American steamship Baltimore 
and landed at Bordeaux, from which point 
they walked to the Spanish frontier und 
thence reached their homes. 

Perello declares many Spaniards are still 
prisoners in the Philippines. He gives the 
names of some of them.

RUBBER TIRES NOT NEEDED; 
WESTINGHOUSE HAS AIRSPRING 


Invention by Pittsburg Man Expected 
to Decrease Price of Autos One-Half 
and Give Rider More Comfort. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 19.— [Special.J—An- 
other invention rivaling in importance that of 
the air brake has been completed by George 
Westinghouse. It is known as the air spring 
and by it Mr. Westinghouse claims the ex- 
pense of running all rubber tired vehicles 
will be decreased at least 00 per cent, since 
the rubber tire may now be dispensed with. 

It is claimed for the new invention that it 
will ultimately reduce the price of autos one- 
half. The patent rights to the air spring in- 
vention have been sold te the Westinghouse 
Machine company in which Mr. Westing- 
house is the majority stockholder. 

The new air spring idea which now is being 
tried out in Pittsburg is a series of plungers 
working on air cushions on the same prin- 
ciple a8 an @levator plunger. The air spring 
is placed under each corner et the frame of 
the auto and takes the sheck in with greater 
ease than does the rubber tires now in use. 

Each spring for an automobile is a ey 
inder about three inches indiameter and per- 
haps ten inches long, the plunger connected 
with the auto frame working up and down 
as increasing or diminishing weight requires. 
It is claimed an automobile fitted with steel 
tires and with the air springs rides more 
easily than does the rubber tired auto of to- 


day.

EXPERT TELIA HIS STORY. | 


Former Employe of Company 
Says His Affidavit Has Been 
Added To by Defense. 


New York, May 10.—There was wheeled 
into the criminel branch of the United States 
Circuit court late this afternoon a buge 
scale, an exact duplicate of tha scales used 
on the docks of the American Sugar Refining 
company in Brooklyn. And while the twelve 
jurors bent forward tensely a weight of 997 
pounds was placed thereon. Then a steel 
wire was thrust in a hole drilled in the 


stanchion and the result was noted. The 
accurate, registered only 988 


This was the government’s first practical 
demonstration before the jury of how the 
sugar trust cheated the treasury department 
out of thousands of dollars in duty. Proving 
this, the prosecution hopes to convict Charles 
R. Heike, secretary of the company, and four 
former employés and send them to the 
federal penitentiary at Atlanta as guilty of 
conspiracy to defraud. 


Machinery Expert Is Witness. 

Albert Lambert, a machinery expert in the 
employ of the postoffice department, acted 
as demonstrator of the model scales. The 
weight —907 pounds—is the approximate 
weight of a draft of three bags of sugar as 
hendled on the docks. Concluding his tests, 
Lambert took the witness stand and told how 
he hed examined all sixteen scales of the 
company on the docks, how he hed found 
holes in all the stanchions, and how each 
yielded to the pressure of a steel spring. 
The trick, as he demonstrated, could be 
worked with no outward indication; the 
beam of the scale appeared to move freely, 
but always when the wire was inserted there 
was the shrinkage in weight. 

Company Forged an Affidavit? 

There were only three other witnesses to- 
day—Richard Parr, original discoverer of the 
steel spring; Frederick Schwerdtfeger, and 
the latter’s wife. Schwerdtfeger, a former 
weigher and tallyman for the company, tea- 
tified for the prosecution, and his wife gave 
evidence of a corroborative nature. 

The government introduced an affidavit 
signed by the witness saying he knew of no 
frauds or trick scale devices on the docks. 
Schwerdtfeger admitted signing it and said 
he had done so at the instance of a sugar 
trust employé, but that between his signature 
and the original text there had been inserted 
the exonerating clause. :

Perhaps we particu- 
larly need, just now, a more general diffusion of 


the knowledge of the content of philosophical. 


may not today have more pseudo-philosop 

than other ages have had, but perhaps the 
norm in philosophical thinking can only be 
reached by a fresh calling to mind of the labors 
of past centuries on the problems of life. This 
is needed to counteract the assurance in certain 
quarters that wisdom of life was born within 


the generation that is still in the ascendant» 


Though we have pseudo-pnilosophies, with 
their confusions and obscurity of thought, they 
are not farreaching and these volumes are 
among the hundreds appearing which show that 
we are in an era of definition and of inde- 
fatigable pursuit of knowledge; it is quite with- 
in the limits of possibility that some un- 
dreamed of philosophy may emerge from all 
these activities plus many others of a different 
sort. Our persistent asking for definition, how- 
ever, may be no more than a characteristic of 
our present restless desire to get at the heart 
or gist of things—we like to have the heart of 
thought, of history, of a nation, or of a man 
put into a small wrapper and presented for our 
entertainment. 

The editor of this series ts John Grier Hib- 
ben, professor of logic, Princeton university. 
Two volumes have already appeared. THE 
STOIC AND EPICUREAN} by R. D. Hicks, 
M. A., fellow and formerly lecturer of Trinity 
college, Cambridge, which is the fourth in the 
series, and “THE AGE OF ENLIGHTEN- 
MENT,” by Prof. Hibben, which is the tenth. 

Though the lay reader may be hardly compe- 
tent to pass authoritative judgment on such 
work as this, some famillarity with similar 
work may enable such reader to see that here 
we have readable presentations of subjects that 
are seldom presented lucidly enough for the 
grasp of the uninitiated. Prof. Hibben's work 
in particular seems comparable to a good his- 
tory of literature. He says that “it is always 
the case that the simplified ideas of a great 
teacher fail to represent him adequately,” but 
his own simplifications are of a sort to be 
grateful for. Both he and Mr. Hicks show that 
the manner and the thought of the great philos- 
ophers were not so cut and dried and repellent 
as the highly scholastic mind has often repre- 
sented them to be. 

The introduction to “The Age of Enlight- 
ment is such a summary of the age as any 
lay reader can grasp, yet the author has not 
sacrificed substance to a popular style. His ex- 
position of the method of each philosopher, be- 
ginning with Locke and ending.with Kant, and 
his summaries of the office of bh man in the 
eighteenth century development, of thought— 
giving his especial contribution—are gratifying- 
ly unobscure. His recapitulations and defini- 
tions are of the same type. 

Since the philosophy of the enlightenment 
culminated in Kant Mr. Hibben has, all through 
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Anne Warner made her first big hits with 
her “Susan Clegg” and The Rejuvenation of 
Aunt Mary.” Her latest book is Just Between 
Themselves.” j

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Town on Mountain Peak 
Has Much American Coin.

ISTRETTA, Sicily, March 8.—Mistretta 
is the chief town in the district of the 
same name, the wes ost of the four 
districts of the province of Messina. It 
is. high up in the mountains, on the 
summit of a peak, as are all Sicilian towns not 
on the coast. Few towns in the province of 
Messina have a larger proportionate number of 
their inhabitants in the United States. 
I came here by stage from Nicosia. It is a 
seventeen mile five hours’ hard ride over a moun- 


I tain pass, 4,000 feet high. For many miles we 


are in the midst of deep patches of snow, which 
fill the ravines. Our carriage is little and anti- 
quated. We have only two horses. The road is 
the best I have seen in Sicily. A better coach 
and good horses, changed on the way, would 
make the journey as attractive as it is in- 
teresting. 

A mile beyond Nicosia, even higher than the 
town itself, is the burial ground, or Campo 


the range of cultivated land we enter a wild, 
bleak country near the top of the pass. Scrub 
oaks, a few one and one-half feet in diameter, 
are seen. We pass six cattle in charge of an 
old man and two dogs. The short grass in 
many places is thickly carpeted with flowers.

Emigrating for 17 Y ears. 


Emigration began seventeen years ago. There 
are at least 3,000 people in the United States 
from Mistretta. Wighty per cent of them are 
in New York. They iive between Eleventh and 
Fourteenth streets. Other favorite cities are 
Lawrence, Boston, Williamsburg, Philadelphia, 


‘and Milwaukee. Between 200 and 300 have be- 


come citizens; the majority live in New York; a 
few are found in Philadelphia and Williams- 
burg. They are not expected to return to 
Mistretta, except for a visit. Emigration will 
probably not be as large in the future as it 
has been in the past. The primary cause of 
emigration was the scarcity of available land of 
good quality. 

Of the 3,000 emigrants, 80 per cent were 
contadini, 20 per cent general laborers. Many 
of the contadini were petty landowners. Their 
farms varied from two to three acres, worth 
from $16 to $30 an acre. Many women and 
girls have emigrated. In New York-and other 
cities they make dresses and hats. 

Land is 60 poor that it is hard to borrow 
money on it. Land owners desiring to emigrate 
are often obliged to sell their land. They re- 
main in the United States three or four years, 
return, buy land for a house, and repurchase 
their land or add an acre or two to their farms. 
Few are content to remain. When they have 
invested their earnings or. when they see the 
bottom of their little pile, they buy a ticket 
for New York. Emigration for this year has 
scarcely begun. Next month many will leave, 
among the number about thirty home on a 
visit. Three of them came back to pick out 
wives. One returned for a month’s visit with 
his parents. 

Before ‘emigration began peasant laborers 


were content with 20 cents a day; now, 60 cents.

They are now more civilized; they spend their 
money more freely, eat more, and dress better. 
Greater trustfulness prevails. In the savings 
bank are hundreds of thousands of dollars, all 
American money. Houses and land have in 
creased in value. Few who have returned have 
opened up shops. A man came back not long 
ago and opened up a little shop. Ten days later 
he sold out and went back to New York with 
his wife and children. They take back of] and 
cheese. There is a steady trade in these two 
commodities between Mistretta and New York. 

No one is opposed to emigration except the 
big land owners. The t laborers are 80 
afraid of them that they often buy their tickets, 
get passports, and make all arrangements, only 
informing their masters of their intention on 
the day they are to leave for Palermo. 

Owing to the large percentage of farm labor- 
ers among the emigrants not more than 30 per 
cent, according to one informant, and 30 per 
cent, according to another, can read or write, 
Emigration has not materially lessened crime, 
because Mistretta has never had a large crim- 
inal population. They admit that cattle thieves 
abound in the country arfd that few have the 
hardihood to try to raise cattle. Theft is al- 
most unknown in Mistretta. The last murder 
was committed by a man of 54, who killed his 
wife, aged 60, because he was jealous, It is 
believed that he was insane. He thought him- 
self a saint. 


Extreme Poverty of Former Y ears, 


American emigration has rescued Mistretta 
from general misery and wretched poverty. 
They tell me that formerly the only food of 
many families was a few greens picked by the 
roadside and a gruel made of flour and water 
in which the greens had been sooked. This and 
a pinch of salt kept them alive from one year 
to another. And yet they tell me that before 
phylloxera killed the vines there was no cause 
for emigration from Mistretta. “ 

I asked what would happen if all those now 
in the United States should return. They agreed 
that those with money would be welcome addi- 
tions to the community, but that those without 
money would be dangerous. Pressed for an ex- 
planation of this, they said that if they had no 
money they would be obliged to steal for a 
livelihood. Many come back with tuberculosis. 

Of all the houses I have visited the most in- 
teresting fe that of a shepherd. The shepherd 
himself is out on the hills with his sheep. His 
family rarely sees him. For taking care of a 
flock for one year he receives straw for his 
pony, some bread and wine each day, and $30. 

In the shepherd’s house I found his wife, son- 
inslaw, and four of his seven children. One of 
his sons has been three years in Cleveland. He 
is a ehoveler. The son-in-law “shoveled” for 
three and one-half years in New London, Conn. 
He has been home two years. He returns to 
New. London next month, leaving wife and baby 
behind. He has a brother in Passaic. He has

The suit is directed against W. T. C. Humes 
of Herbert C. Tomlinson & Co., and moat 
of the day was occupied with the exhibition 
and appraisal of volumes valued as high as 
$6,000 a set.

How Books Are Valued. 
The market vaiue of the books was stated 
to be based on the following:

First collected editions; of high value when ite 
ited, but less likely to increase in value than true 
first éditions. 
Extra illustrated special editions; desired by 
those whose libraries and collections rung to 
quantity rather than quality, 
‘Collectors are divided generally into two 
classes, each of which has verious subdi- 
visions. The main branches are: 
Musty. Those who demand rarities, place the 
highest value on books, the supply af which is 
limited. 
Style. Rarity for these collectors comes second 
to beauty in illustrations, nicety, of print and 
standard of paper.

‘Sane, Charges Desertion. 


HE WEDS AFTER. DECREE,| 


Mrs. W. E. Baker Sues Husband to 
Foreclose on Property. 


Whether Fred W. Jenks of Elgin was 
legally divorced from his first wife, Clara E. 
Jenks, ig a question which Judge Petit has 
been called upon to decide. The decree was 
obtained on the ground of insanity. The 
hearing yesterday was postponed until 


May 24. 

Jenks was married in 1883 at Elgin. In 
1804 Mre. Jenks was declared insane and 
sent to the Elgin asylum. Later she was 
taken to other sanitariums and asylums, 
where she remained until 1890. Jenks filed a 
bill for divorce in 1898 in the state of Wash- 
ington, where he had taken up his residence. 

In January, 1806, he was granted a decree 
under the law that a case of insanity ex- 
tending over a period of ten years was 
grounds for a divorce. Mra. Jenks was 
served with notice of the suit, and follow- 
ing the divorce a conservator was appointed 
for her estate. 


Jenks Wede Second Time 


Shortly after the decree was granted Jenks 
married Mollie Jones of Elgin, with whom 
he is now living. In the fall of 1899 Mrs. 
Jenks No. 1 was discharged from the asylum 
as cured and her property rights restored. 

In the following spring she is said to have 
filed « petition asking thai the decree be 
set aside. This was pending until April 2, 
1900, when the matter was adjudicated by 
Jenks paying her $1,250. 

Mrs. Jenks now has filed a bill for divorce 
in the Circuit court and asked for a decree on 
the charge of desertion. Mr. Jenks has a

Jesse Young of Chicago and William R. 
Crosby of O Fallon, III., yesterday won the 
amateur and professional ehampionships 
respectively of the state in the last day of 
the Illinois State Sportsmen's Tournament 
association, held under the auspices of the 
Chicago Gun club. 

The contest for the two championships 
brought forth the keenest competition of the 
tournament. Young won his third con- 
secutive championship by Beg es forty~ 
nine clay targets out of a possible 50, while 
Crosby was compelled to shoot off a tie with 
Ed Graham of Long Lake, III., before the 
was proclaimed the winner. 

Crosby and Graham each made scores of 
48, while George Maxwell of Hastings, Neb., 
also totaled a 48, but not being a resident 
of the state he was not eligible for the title. 
After tieing Crosby and Graham decided to 
wait until late in the afternoon before shoot- 
ing it off. 


Crosby Defeats Graham, 

Graham shot under his fifth bird, which 
left the trap at a difficult angle. Crosby 
evened up matters by overshooting his sixth tar- 
get. Graham then missed his tenth, twelfth, six- 
teenth, and eighteenth birds, while Crosby dusted 
his twenty-fourth. This gave the title to Crosby, 
23 to 20. The O'Fallon shooter has won the title 
seven times previously and is considered one of the 
best shots in the country. 

In winning the amateur title Young gave a re- 
markable exhibitidn of shooting. He hit the clay 
pigeons with unerring accuracy, which left no 
doubt as to his ability as a trap shooter. He 
missed his forty-fifth bird. which took a bad 
flight at a hard angie. C. B. Wiggins of Homer, 
III., finished second with 48. C. Powers of De- 
catur, III., and A. P. Smith of Chicago each finished 
with 47. 

Tom Graham surprised the wise ones by win- 
ning the consolation handicap from the nineteen 
yard mark with a perfect score of 50. C. Powers 
of Decatur, III., and R. A. King of Denver tied 
for second money with 46. 


Powers Wins Highest Average. 


The honor for having the highest general average 
for 405 targets among the amateurs was won by 
C., Powers of Decatur, III., who hit 471 targets. 
Jay Graham of Long Lake. III., was second with 
466, Jesse Young of Chicago, third with 454, and 
W. F. Workman and A. P. Smith of Chicago tied 
for fourth place with scores of 451 each 

W. R. Crosby of O' Fallon, III., was high among 
the professionals with a score of 476, Fred Bille 
of Chicago, second with 475, Fred Gilbert. of 
Spirit Lake, Ia., third with 471, and W. D. Stan- 
nard of Chicago, fourth with 466.

The weight of the 
Cole was 2,950 pounds and it used 06 more 
ounces of gasoline than did the Hupmobile, 
driven by E. A. Hearne, which showed the 
least consumption of gasoline, 25.8 miles 
to the gallon. 

There were honors enough to go around, 
for, in addition to the main prize there were 
certificates granted to the wimaers in each class, 
which was decided according to the list price of 
the machine Under this figuring the Cole also 
won the certificate in class 3 A, for cars listing 
at $1,201 to $1,600. The Overland, driven by A. 
G. Schillo, was the winner in the $801-$1,200 class, 
the Falcar in the $1,750-$2,000 class, and the De 
Tambile in the $800 and under class. 


Levy Runs Good Second. 


The Hudson, driven by James Levy, did execeed- 
ingly well and ran a good second to the Cole. which 
had a pull in the weight by a couple hundred 
pounds. The Grout would have run third had

THE TWO DAY COLLAR. 

When James William Pattison, secre- 
tary of the Municipal Art league, tells the 
‘American Federation of Arts that Ohi- 
cago is now a clean collar town he means 
that cleanliness is not entirely @ matter of 
_ ggility or good luck. In the days of the 
old fashioned soot flake it was. Not only 
the clean collar but the clean face de- 
pended on the sprightliness of the citizen, 
his alertness in seeing the down coming 
aud threatening soot, and his footwork in 
avoiding its assault. 

There always was something uncannily 
ferocious in the ability of the ordinary 
soot ball to pick its victim from 3 height 


ot about a hundred feet and-swoop on him 


like a hawk. Strangers in the city were 
helpless, but the native learned to avoid 
the attacks by side stepping or by jump- 
ing for refuge. As Mr. Pattison says, 
these days have gone. The two day collar 
is a possibility if you care to make use of 
it. Generally it goes best with an un- 
shaven face, but that is a matter of taste. 
Mr. Pattison merely mentioned the two 
day privilege, but said that of course he 
did not make use of it. As a true high 
brow the Art league secretary regards the 
collar-a-day as a principle not to be, set 
aside lightly. 

As to Mr. W. M. R. French and bis de- 
tachable euffs, one is inclined to wish that 
Mr. Pattison had not been so frank. The 
temptation to give this telling illustration 
of the point he was making no doubt was 
great, but it would have been better if 
he had resisted it.

In return the Democrats were expected to 
expedite the railroad bill by voting against 
most of the amendments offered by the in- 
surgents "’ and assist in laying some of them 
on the table. 

When this proposition was put in writing 
and Senator Johnston of Alabama began to 


‘eirculate it on the minority side of the cham- 


ber, he met with much opposition, and before 
he had proceeded far his associates became 
convinced his party was by no means unani- 
mous in favor of the proposed compact 
Among those who refused to sign were Sen- 
ators Bacon, Rayner, Frazier, Overman, and 
Smith of South ‘Carolina. They raised the 
objection that the agreement would be con- 
etrued as a surrender to the “‘ Aldrich Re- 
publicans.“ 

The failure to put through this formal plan 
did not, however, have the effect of causing a 
complete discontinuance of the efforta to 
bring the bill to an early vote. Senator Ald- 
rich, who was the prime mover in this direc- 
tion, was extremely busy throughout the 
day. Senator Hale, in an open talk in the 
senate, said that a vote should be reached 
by the end of next week. 


Measure Is Sidetracked.

Committee Cannot Agree with 
-Employers on Three Im- 
portant Points, 


Peoria, III., May 19.—{Special.}—All nego- 
tlations between representatives of the Unit- 
ed Mineworkers of Illinois and the coal mine 
operators of the state were declared off to- 
‘night. This means that the strike of the 
72,000 union coal miners in the state, who 


have been out pending the result of the con- 
ference, will be declared an indefinite strug- 


gie. 

The joint committee on wage scales met 
this morning and it was apparent from the 
start that the members would be unable to 
‘agree, but the conference was not called off 
until a determined effort had been made to 
get together on the disputed points. 


Differ on Three Points. 
The three points which proved the stum- 


bling block were: 

1. Readjustment and advance in the ton- 
nage mining rates in several districts. The 
opera tors have conceded an advance all over 
the state of 3 cents a ton in line with the ad- 
vance in the eastern fields, but in addition the 
minere demand a change in the differentials 
of 7 cents in the southern Illinois field and 5 
centsinthenorth. This, it was the operators’ 
contention, would so handicap them in a com- 
petitive field that it means putting a large 
number out of business. 

2. The closed shop is a demand of the oper- 
ators, that if they employ only union miners 
the miners will work only for members of the 
association. This met the opposition of the 
miners because it would force the independ- 
ent mines into the association, thus strength- 
ening it, and would rob the miners of a most 
effective weapon, as the independents always 
are the first to concede to demands of the 
union and are a factor in forcing the associa- 
tion so to do. 

3. The shot firers’ pay under the old agree- 
ment was arranged by reimbursement of the 
operators. The miners contend the operators 
must pay the shot firers. The operators insist 
shot firing ie a part of the miners’ work and 
say the employment of expert men in the in- 
terest of safety as required in Illinois but not 
in other states should be paid for by the min- 
ers, who are thus relieved of the work and ada 
a new burden in the competitive field. 


Committee Splits Early in Day. 

The committee is composed of nine men 
each from the miners and the operators 4nd 
almost as soon as the meeting was called the 
three main points of difference were referred 
to a smaller committee of eight members, 
four from each side of the dispute. 

Just when the permanent strike order w!i!] 
be made has not been announced, but it is 
certain the men will not return to work pend- 
ing further adjustment of their difficulties. 

President John H. Walker of the state 
minere’ organization is here in charge of the 
situation and it Is likely some of the officers 
of the national organization will come to 
his support in the crisis.

More men have been killed in the shambles 
vf pitiless greed than ever went to their 
eternal count in all the carnage of the civil 
war.“ declared Mr. Stanley of Kentucky in 
the house today. 

Coal to the amount of 250,000,000 tons is 
wasted annually in this country, and the 
United States is the only country which 
makes no effort toward safety in mining. 
The result bas been that this nation killed 
from 200 to 500 per cent more men than any 
other civilized country.“ 

Mr. Stanley said there were 1,000,000 men 
e.gaged in mining and announced he would 
vote for $150,000 in addition to the $100,000 
already appropriated for looking after the 
safety of miners.

George R. O’Brien was 
elected president by 1,614 votes to 1,288 for 
George J. Knott, the retiring president. 
Walter W. Barrett was elected vice presi- 
dent and W. R. Miller was reélected sec- 
retary-treasurer. 


Firemen Tell of Hardships. 

Hardships in the life of locomotive firemen 
were recounted by witnesses before the fed- 
eral board of arbitration, They told the board 
members of the high cost of living as com- 
pared to a few years ago, the intense 
physical labor required to fire an engine and 
the impaired vision and hearing resulting 
to the men after a few years of shoveling 
coal before the red glare of the locomotive 
fire box. 

John Leimberger of Amarillo, Tex., testified 
that many firemen in his part of the coun- 
try are compelled to lay off work for long 
periods in summer on account of the heat. 
Hearings will resume today. 


Confer on City Hall Strike. 

At a conference held in the office of Mayor

Corn Acceptances in Country Large; 
Oats Crop Prospects Fine.

Bulls in what face@ a big array of bear 
news at the start yesterday and support was 
slow in forthcoming. As a result prices 
worked sharply lower, influenced by the low- 


er cables, the fine weather, and the Hberal 
receipts in all directions. Bears were ag- 
gressive and hammered the market whenever 
there wasan opening. Moreover, commission 
houses had a lot of wheat for sale early. 
Later the selling exhausted itself to a cer- 
tain extent and when some of the local shorts 
tried to get back their wheat they found of- 
ferings limited. Commission houses turned 
buyers on the dip, and as has been the case 
much of the time recently, the market was 
oversold, Outside trade continues light and 


there is little feature to daily operations. 


Final quotations were %c off for the May and 
unchanged to h up for theother months. 


Lower Cables Are Big Factor. 


The lower cables from practically all the 
foreign markets caused an uneasy feeling 
early, but the bears were inclined to attack 
the market rather cautiously at the opening. 
Prices at the start were not much changed, 
but later Chapin, Clement-OCurtis, Bartlett- 
Patten, and Barrell turned sellers, which 
started the local crowd to hammering. The 
selling attack was carried a little too far 
and the surplus pit offerings were cleaned up 
by commission houses on the break, leaving 
the shorts in a bad position. Roberts, Rankin, 
Bloom, Logan-Bryan, Kidston, Wagner, and 
local ghorts generally covered in the last 
hour. Weather conditions were favorable, 
warm weather improving the outlook, espe- 
cially in the northwest. In the southwest 
advices as a rule are more optimistic, but 
complaints of Hessian fly and chinch bugs 
are increasing in this state and Indiana. 


Conditions Bad in Illinois. 


In the big wheat counties in the southern 
and central part of Illinois the promise has 
been much impaired, i. is claimed, by the rav- 
ages of the Hessian fly, and the latest re- 
ports were bullish in the extreme. In Indiana 
there has also been some damage, and Lyle 
claims that the increased acreage in the 
lower Wabash country has been offset by 
the damage frdm insects. John Inglis, an- 
other crop expert, says the Oklahoma out- 
look is for a comparatively moderate crop 
owing to the uneven conditions. Le Count 
finds Kansas conditions much improved and 
expresses more hopeful views in regard to 
the final promise. Livenpool finished %@1%d 
lower. Primary receipts were 534,000 bu, 
against 394,000 bu a year ago. Cash demand 
here was quiet. Local arrivals, 30 cars; with 
52 cars promised for today. 


More Liquidation in Corn Mart. 


Corn was under pressure much of the day. 
Bartlett-Patten sold more corn, and there 
was considerable selling by local profession- 
als, with some selling of long rtuff. by com- 
mission houses. In the late trade prices 
firmed up a little in sympathy with wheat. 
Final quotations were e lower. Primary 
receipts were small at 242,000 bu, and receipts 
here were 49 cars, with 60 cars promised for 
today. Cash prices were „le lower. Weath- 
er conditions were more favorable fo~ plant- 
ing, and the work is progressing rapidly in 
most sections. Some replanting will be nec- 
essary: in sections, Crop experts report large 
stocks in the country and farmers are eell- 
ing more freely in this state and Nebraska. 


Oats Are Weak and Lower. 


Fine weather coditions, with reports of 
immense increases in the area of oats this 
year, are having more effect.on oats than re- 
cently. «Traders who loaded up recently 
have been peddling out their lines as fast 
as the market would take them.

According to Poor's Manual of Industrials, 
talization of all industrial cor- 
porations resented in the book is 18,878. 
000,000, of which $17,529,000,000 is in the 
United States. This compares with $17,234,-

country. 

The total stock issued by industrial corpora- 
tions in the United States is shown to be

The far reaching result of the campaign 
has been shown by the number of inquiries 
made by owners of property in the Calumet 
section, all of whom announced their alle- 
giance to the canal plan. Because of the 
large number of these letters many Invita- 
tions to individuals were fssued yesterday. 

“The South Chicago Business Men's asso- 
clation has taken the Initiative in a campaign 
to divert the flow of the Calumet river,” said 
President Thomas M. Tobin yesterday. The 
national government is blocking the plan, 
but it is hoped public sentiment will be so 
thoroughly aroused by a plain statement of 
outrageous conditions as to make it imper- 
ative that such miner considerations as in- 
dividual vessel ownership be banished and 
the drainage board be permitted to fulfill its 
pledge to build the much needed canal.” 


Indiana Towns Enter Case.
